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Company Donates $10,000 
To Attract New Industries 


The Company has given $10,000 
“with no strings attached’’ for use in 
promoting industrial development of 
North Adams. 

In making the ofTer, Robert C. 
Sprague, Chairman of the Board, and 
Julian K. Sprague, President, asked 
five local civic leaders to administer the 
fund. The five are Mayor Julius M. 
Calvi; City Manager Robert H. Harp; 
Editor of the North Adams Transcript 
James A. Hardman; former Mayor 
Ernest H. Rosasco, now a member of 
the Planning Board, and Richard E. 
Pierce of the Northern Berkshire 
Electric Company. 

Company’s Letter 

In a letter signed by Messrs. Sprague, 
the company said: 

"We believe that we can best serve 
the long range needs of North Adams 
by continuing to encourage expanded 
and properly diversified manufacturing 
activities. We are therefore donating 
the sum of $10,000. such contribution 
to be used solely as a fund for the 
purpose of attracting new manufactur 
ing industries to our city.’’ 

The letter went on to say that atten¬ 
tion had been called to the vital 
problems” of industrial development 
by the recent announcements that 
Windsor Print Works and Berkshire 
Hathaway, Inc. would suspend opera¬ 
tions in this city. 

It continued. “We shall not retain 
nor do we want any control over the 
fund or the manner in which it may be 
used.” The company does not con¬ 
sider, however, that its responsibility 
to the community has been discharged 
by the gift, the letter added. 

Five Accept 

The five appointed civic leaders have 
accepted the responsibility of admin¬ 
istering the fund and an account for 
$10,000 has been opened with the 
North Adams Trust Company in the 
name of ‘‘Industrial Development 
Fund.” In their letter of acceptance, 
the five stated: ‘‘We wish to extend our 
sincere thanks to the Sprague Electric 
Company for its generous contribution 
to the long range industrial develop¬ 
ment program of this city. We accept 
the responsibility for administering the 
$10,000 fund for the purposes outlined 
in your letter, dated June 16, 1956. 
Your continued assistance and support 
to the City of North Adams will be 
most helpful in our search for a solu¬ 
tion to our industrial problem.” 

Your Company has taken this step 
because it realizes that it is only 
through a healthy community that we 
can continue to prosper and that it is 
only in a healthy community that you 
would desire to live. 



Podolsky Chief 
Delegate at Munich 
June 25 - July 9 

Leon Podolsky, Technical Assistant 
to the President, is representing the 
United States as its Chief Delegate and 
Technical Advisor on Electronic Com¬ 
ponents at the meeting of the Inter¬ 
national Electrotechnical Commission 
in Munich, Germany, June 25 to July 9. 

The International Electrotechnical 
Commission is the world standardiz¬ 
ing body in the electrical and elec¬ 
tronics field and develops the standards 
on both components and apparatus 
which are used internationally through¬ 
out the world. Thirty-one nations, 
including Russia, will be active in the 
meeting at Munich. 

Mr. Podolsky, who is President of 
the Greylock Broadcasting Company, 
has many times been honored by the 
American Standards Association and 
by the Armed forces for his contribu¬ 
tions to development and standardiza¬ 
tion in the electronics field and is him¬ 
self the inventor of many outstanding 
electronic components. He is a mem¬ 
ber of the American Institute of Elec¬ 
trical Engineers, the Institute of Radio 
Engineers, and the American Associa¬ 
tion for the Advancement of Science. 

Mr. Podolsky will be assisted in his 
work at Munich by a committee of five 
experts loaned him by major electronics 
companies.

MAJOR LEAGUE 
RECORD BROKEN! 



For the second time, in less than a 
year. North Adams has come into the 
national eye as a result of activities in 
the sports world. Last fall light 
heavyweight champion Archie Moore 
chose this city as his training head¬ 
quarters while preparing lor the 
championship bout with Rocky Marc¬ 
iano. This spring a local boy, Dale 
Long, has again placed North Adams 
in the sportlight with his outstanding 
achievements in the baseball world. 

Dale sparked the rise of Pittsburgh 
Pirates to one of the top contenders 
for the National League pennant. No 
small part was played by his home run 
streak which set a new major league 
record of 8 home runs in 8 consecutive 
games. 

Dale, who worked here during the 
off season, had three chances to stick 
with the Pirates and made good on his 
third chance. 

lie played at first in 131 games for 
the Bucs last season and his .291 aver¬ 
age was the second highest on the club. 
Dale and Willie Mays tied for League 
leadership in triples with 13 Long 
led the team in RBIs with 79, and went 
over the 200 mark in toted bases at 202. 

The first shot he had at the Pirates 
was in 1951, when an unsuccessful 


attempt was made to convert him into 
a left handed catcher. The Pirates had 
drafted him from Kansas City after 
the 1930 season, and sold him to the St. 
Louis Browns in the American League 
after his trial in Spring Training in 
1951. The Brownies in turn shipped 
him to New Orleans and the Pels sent 
him to Hollywood for 1953. He had 
such a fine season with the Stars, lead¬ 
ing the P.C.L. in homeruns with 35, 
RBIs with I 16, and being voted the 
loops Most Valuable Player, that the 
Bucs brought him back for 1954. 

Dale had trouble getting started with 
the Pirates and was sent back to Holly¬ 
wood. After an operation removed a 
troublesome cyst, Dale hit his batting 
stride and wound up with a .280 aver¬ 
age. His extra base blows accounted 
for his third chance with the Pirates 
And last year proved he’s up to stay 

An all-around athlete, Dale earned 
three letters in football, two in base¬ 
ball and one in basketball with Adams 
High School, and made the All New 
England Basketball team in 1945. 
Dale’s high school education was inter¬ 
rupted by his enlistment in the Navy 
in 1943 and he spent 5 months overseas 
before being discharged in 1944. 


Long could have turned professional 
in football since Green Bay wanted to 
sign him, but he chose baseball instead, 
signing with Milwaukee in the Ameri¬ 
can Association when he got out of the 
service. He was sent to Lima in the 
Ohio State League where a .306 aver¬ 
age resulted in his promotion to Ogden 
in the Pioneer League. He hit .330 
for Ogden in 1946 and was moved to 
Onconta for 1947, where he recorded a 
.311 mark. The next season found 
him with Lynn in the New England 
League and his great season there re¬ 
sulted in his being drafted by Williams¬ 
port of the Eastern League. His .288 
mark at Williamsport and his extra 
base totals led to Kansas City’s draft¬ 
ing him in 1949. They optioned him 
to Binghamton and returned him to 
the K.C. roster after the season ended 
with him sporting a .286 average and 
260 total bases. It was from K. C. 
that the Bucs first drafted Long for his 
initial chance with Pittsburgh. 

The Longs, Dale married the former 
Dorothy Evelyn Roback of Adams, 
have two future ballplayers in the 
family, Dale, Jr., who is 8, and Johnny, 
a little over a year old.
